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NEW VARIETY OF BARLEY 


Vulcan Advocate 


Several years ago a new variety of 
barley, known as “Barks” Barley, 
was introduced into Alberta by its 
founder, Don H. Bark. This variety 
immediately sprang into prominence 
when it produced 97 bushels to the 
acre on the governmental experimen¬ 
tal farm at Lethbridge. This yield 
was 12 bushels to toe acre greater 
than the best barley previously rais¬ 
ed there. ~ • „ 

This year Mr. Murk, who is in 
charge of irrigation- invest gat-on for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, has 
considerable area iry barley at their 
demonstration form, which promises a 
high yield, over 85 bushels to the acre, 
at least. A new species, known as 
Trebi barley, has been seeded to a 
small plot. Its reputation in the Unit¬ 
ed States is that it is earlier and a 
greater yield by five bushels to the 
acre than 1 Bark’s barley and the 
growth of the plot gives indications 
of a similar demonstration here.. If 
harvest Bears out the greater yield of 
Trebi barley, it will mean that an¬ 
other record breaking variety of 
grain has been added to those already 
produced in Western Canada. ,

In an interesting c.r.ular issued 
by the Royal Bank Canada, the 
declaraton of the supreme council of 
the peace conference is published, 
which gives one an idea as to the 
causes which combined to produce the 
present high cost of living. The cur- 
cular goes on to say that: 

Canada’s contributions were among 
those resources of the world which 
were destroyed during the war; ano 
by that much the count ly is a losei 
from a material point of view. 

The expansion of domestic credit 
the increase in’paper money, and the 
higher prices that these entail, arr 
present facts 'in Canada, though in i 
lesser degree than in ( Europe. 

The recommendations of the su 
preino council therefore deserve clos 
attention. Those particularly applic¬ 
able to our situation aie, in substance 

1. That governments and individ 
uals should' practice the strictest 
economy, and should realize that ex 
travagance of any sort reacts on ev ' 
ery • household by raising the cost oi 
all arUcles. 

2. That every possible means be ¬ 
taken to increase production; and that, 
to this end all classes co-operate ti 
avoid strikes and lock-outs with theii 
resultant waste of working days. 

Prior to the war, the capital requij- 
ed to finance the many fresh require 
merit.- of this growing country wasi 
drawn to a great extent from Eng¬ 
land. At the present time Canada is 
foiced to stand on her rpsources, and 1 
must either herself provide, from the 
savings of her people, the capita’ 
needed for construction and develop¬ 
ment, or see the progress of the coun¬ 
try retarded.

The provincial department of agri¬ 
culture has undertaken the distribu¬ 
tion of seed rye to meet the needs of 
hose who have been robbed.of theii 
crop by cutworms and winds in South¬ 
ern Alberta. 

The department in this distribution 
sill deal only with those in unorgan¬ 
ized districts. Osiers must be taken 
are of by the man ci; a'ities in which 
hey are situated. The dopartmen 
"ias no authority to deal with any ex- 
-ept those who have parents on their 
ands and who have not already gone 
-ast the .- mount of loan they can sc¬ 
ute on advances of seed grain. The 
ipp.er limit in quantity of grain sup- 
died is 25 bushels and the price is n't 
yet known. This w<rk is limited 
vholly to relief purposes. No ore 
•an take advantage of it except a 
farmer who has suffered less of hi 
•rop through blow ng or cutworms. 

The relief will be conducted from 
Lethbridge and an official of the d - 
partment will be put in chaige. The 
office wiH be open by the 20th of the 
month and will be in charge of Mr. 
A. W. Murphy, a->d those who wi h 
to get seed will apply to him. He 
will have assistants who will look a f - 
ter and scrutinize appl cations and a 1 - 
tend to the distribution. Affidavits to 
the effect that the party h' S suffered 
from loss of Crop in either way Speci¬ 
fied will have to be takc-n by the ap¬ 
plicant. .

Department of Agriculture’s sixth 
semi-monthly crop und live stock re¬ 
port. 

Conditions in crop and live stock in 
mid July are in line with the fore¬ 
cast of the early part- of the month. 
Warm weather had set in at that time 
following a period of plentiful mois¬ 
ture. In contrast with the situation 
in the previous two weeks a suitable 
condition of fipe warmth is prevalent 
throughout the province, but there 
has been no interruption of adequate 
showers of rain to keep the crop in an 
absolutely good condition. The dri¬ 
est area for the previous period was 
in the district north of Lethbridge. 
The whole of Southern Alberta re¬ 
ceived on July 4 a night’s steady rain* 
fall totalling in most places about 
two inches. This shower is one of the 
outstanding features of the past fort¬ 
night and has had the effect of level¬ 
ling up and correcting some pf the in¬ 
equalities of moisture distributon. 
Good rains have fallen in the centie 
and north. 

The cutworm trouble is about spent. 

The grasshopper area has increased 
since last report. The parts of the 
province affected are strips north, 
south and we3t of_ Lethbridge, points 
along the Macleod and Calgary line, 
particularly arond High River, 
points along the C.P.R. for one hun¬ 
dred miles east of Calgary, and an 
outbreak at High Prairie. Hoppers 
have appeared at Monitor also. The 
extent of .damage is not great on the 
whole, but has been sufficiently seri¬ 
ous to affect single farmers with con¬ 
siderable losses. 

There have been “a few’ small areas 
visited by hail, the principal one be¬ 
ing east of Macleod. 

The prospects for heavy crops of 
hay roots and garden products are 
good. Potatoes were a little slow in 
starting, but during the past ten days 
have improved remarkably. Taking 
the province as a whole the situation 
is better than it was two weeks ago 
by reason of the gain in growth 
through the accession of warm weath¬ 
er and the occurrence of rains. t 

Live stock conditions are improving 
but the beef and stocker market does 
not look attractive to those farmers 
who have paid $60 a head to bring 
their stuff through the winter.

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silos are more costly to erect, unlesf 
in districts where material happens 
to be close at hand. It is possible the 
freezing in these latter types of silos 
may be greater than in the wooden 
stave one, but fortunately silage that 
has frozen to a depth of a foof around 
the wall at Lacombe has been fed with 
good results, since it is picked down 
and allowed to thaw out for 12 hours 
before feeding. 

While the outlay for an engine and 
ensilage cutter may 6eem to be high, 
it must be borne in mind that the 
same engine can be used for plowing, 
threshing, and grinding feed, while 
cut straw, oat sheaves and hay can 
be fed to better advantage than when 
uncut. 

Extensive experiments .have proven 
that com cannot be grown successful¬ 
ly in most districts of Central and' 
Northern Alberta. For districts such 
as this two bushels of oats and one 
bushel of peas per acre, seeded about 
the end of May and cut when the oats 
are in the early dough stage, putting 
it directly into the silo, has made the 
best quality of ensilage so far tested. 
Where it is difficult tp obtain the 
peas they may be omitted from this 
mixture. Yields of peas and oats av¬ 
eraged slightly over eight tons per 
acre green weight, in 1919, on a 40 
acre field and have some years been 
as high as 12 tons. - 

Sunflowers tested in 1919 for the 
first time yielded 15 tons, <500 lbs. per 
acre, but further tests are considered 
necessary both as to yields per acre 
and feeding value, before recommends 
ing them to displace peas and oats for 
ensilage in aoeh districts as this. In 
drier sectidnHunfloweis can be ex¬ 
pected to out^eld oats'and ‘ give en¬

Forty-five million dollars is to be 
distributed throughout Western Can¬ 
ada immediately as payment on the 
participation certificates of the Can¬ 
ada Wheat Board’, making an advance 
of $15,000,000 over the amount of the 
initial payment intimated at a recent 
meeting of the board, according to the 
Winnipeg Telegram. 

The 1919 Canad'^p wheat crop was 
sold through the medium of the Wheal 
Board, who paid the farmers a fixed 
price for their'grain, on the under¬ 
standing that the farmers would re¬ 
ceive the difference between the con¬ 
trolled and the actual selling price at 
a later date. It is the difference that 
is now being distributed. Arrange¬ 
ments have been made for immedi¬ 
ate payment of 30 cents per bushel on 
the certificates, which will mean the 
distribution of $45,000,000. 

A short time ago the board an¬ 
nounced that the certificates would be 
redeemed at not less than 40 cents 
per bushel and that the first payment 
K'ould be 50 cents. It is not yet dev 
finitely known whether a definite 
price has. been or if the redemption 
value of the certificates will be much 
in excess of the amount originally an¬ 
nounced, namely, 40 cents a bushel. 


The farmers insured in the Munici¬ 
pal Hail Assurance who have not yet 
turned in their crop reports are ad¬ 
vised to do so at once as the costs of 
ascertaining this information is 
charged against the land insured.

The minister of agriculture, after 
many meetings and much discussion, 
was prevailed on last year to enforce 
compulsory dipping and has promised 
tluit at the completion of the second 
dip which will be about July 15, that 
he. will lift the blanket quarantine and 
declare tl\e whole province clean, pro¬ 
viding the second dipping is carried 
out as thoroughly as the first. This, 
of course, will allow’ Alberta cattle to 
enter and compete -with other cattle 
for all purposes on any open market 
in the world. 

Now neither the minister or the 
veterinary director-general nor the 
stockmen themselves believe the 
mange to be entirely cleaned out of 
the country. This is impossible to do 
in a few’ months or as many years; 
but it is the hope that the big majori¬ 
ty of it has been killed and that 
whenever it breaks out in the futuie 
it will be in such isolated spots that it 
can be - dealt with by means of small 
local quarantines. 

Dr. Hilton, who came here from Ot¬ 
tawa to take charge of this work, has 
been over the country together with’ 
Dr, Hargreaves and informed me that 
he did not see much, if any mange, 
before the dip, but tjiat he did notice 
it on some animals after they got 
wet. in the dip which goes to prove 
that mange can exist oh an animal 
for a certain length of time before it 
can be discerned. For instance, John 
Jones, who, we will say, lives out east 
of town, may have mango in his held, 
but of this we cannot be positive until 
the cold weather sets in, and in the 
meantime he .will market say 200 head 
of cattle next full, some of which will 
go to the packers and the balance- 
sold out to possibly five or six differ¬ 
ent niefwand go to as many different

Now'you will remember that at the 
time the district west of High River 
was declared clean last year that we 
asked that the necessary precautions 
be taken so as not to re-infect thi 
district and that it was made compul¬ 
sory that any cattle brought into thi. ■ 
district from the east must be dipped 
at least once, and I can assure you 
that the results from this procedure 
was all that could be expected in the 
way of protection. You will also re¬ 
alize that unless some such precau¬ 
tions are taken that such centralized 
points of distribution as Calgary and 
Edmonton can scatter considerable in¬ 
fection throughout the province, and 
it is with this in mind that I have in¬ 
troduced a motion on which you will 
lie asked to vote: That all cattle leav¬ 
ing either of these markets to go back 
into the country for stocker or feeder 
purposes be dipped once, and that the 
government stand the cost. Under¬ 
stand, this does rot affect beef cattle 
whether intended for local markets oi 
shipment to Chicago or abroad. It js 
merely a precautionary measure to 
protect our industry in our own pro¬ 
vince and by preventing the spread of 
whatever mange may still- exist we 
will be of material assistance in clean¬ 
ing up the whole province. 

It was not possible to give this 
matter proper consideration at the 
time the minister was here, as we feel 
it is a matter in which the producer 
isthe one who is most vitally interest¬ 
ed and it is on this account that. I 
undet stand you will be notified by 
mail to express your opinion and I 
would ask that you consider well, and 
kep in mind that this measure is ask¬ 
ed only for a year. Personally, I be- 
Tieve it will hurt nobody and will do 
a great many a great deal of good.
